Having Any Fun 


Just the other day an organization of Method- 
ist women adopted a resolution calling upon 
police, courts and society to regard the alcholic 
as a sick person and treat him or her accordingly. 

If anyone in the world ought to know that alcoholics are sick, 
and not just persons engaged. in pleasure or sin, it is the average 
police court judge. Every week he sees his usual crop of con- 
op alcoholic bums come before him, swept up in the weekly 
police net. 


He sends them off to the workhouse and they serve their time. 
He must know they are not cured. And he certainly must be 
aware of the fact they are figt having a good time being drunk, 

I am not talking about the fellow who pours drinks into his 
plumbing at an occasional party or dinner and makes a spectacle 
of himself. He pays the fiddler and he expects to pay the fiddler. 
Of course, he may wonder now and then why the fiddler always 
asks so high a price, With an occasional demand for time and a 
half, but he pays. 

I am talking about the man or woman who drinks with a sort 
of desperation; who does not derive therefrom any of the so-called 
“fun” or exhilaration; but who, instead, simply drinks until some- 
one turns them over to police, a hospital or a doctor who can sober 
them up. 

These people are sick. There is a cure. And there is just one 
cure. That is total abstinence, commonly known as “the wagon.” 

But, getting them mentally well enough to be willing to face 
the torture of sobering up, and then making them strong enough 
to face the reality of their weakness and its crop of woes, is some- 
thing else. 


Progress Not many make it. But, every year, as we learn more 
and more about the mysterious mind of man and how 

to read the thousands of factors and events of his life which have 
written their story on that mind as surely ag each rifle or re- 
volver leaves its own special markings on each bullet fired, we 
make more progress. Psychology and mental help of the sort given 
by Alcoholics Anonymous has helped more than anything else. But 
first the victim must have left enough will to wish to be cured. 
Most habitual drinkers drink to escape something, or to put 
down a fear of their own inadequacy in some phase of their lives. 
l often think every fanatical dry who thinks only in terms of 
prohibition and jail sentences as a cure, ought to have to go through 


the agony and misery of getting over a protracted spell of heavy: 


drinking. Such a person : ight. then view the chronic drunk, who 
suffers every day, in terms of medicine and psychiatry. Not in 
terms of calling the cops. 

So, bravo for the good ladies of the Methodist Church organi- 


zation. Their voice is needed, 

Study Yale University has been carrying on a study of alcohol 
to determine its effect on human beings. The results, 

tried on animals, have been checked on human beings. 

Certain facts have been established. 

First; other th Mmgs being equal, the degree of a drinker’s in- 
toxication is in indirect ratio to the concentration of alcohol in his 
blood. The source of the alcohol makes no differences. A fifth of 
a percent from beer has exactly the effect as a fifth from rum 
or bourbon or moonshine. 

But, oddly enough, the amount that can be drunk before that 
concentration is reached in the blood, is quite different. Also, aston- 
ishing, is it that the body can rid itself of certain alcohols faster 
than others. The source is important. 

A cognac hangover lasts three-quarters again as long as one from 
gin or Scotch. A straight rye or bourbon hangover lasts a fourth 
longer, applejack a third longer. It also was found that if a cognac 
drinker required seven and a half drinks to give his blood the 
intoxication content, he could take almost nine of straight bourbon 
or rye, almost nine and a half of blended whiskey and practically 
ten of Scotch or gin. 


Delay Apparently the substances which give to various boozes 

their distinctive taste, or flavor, also interfere with the 
body’s job of burning up that alcohol. Fusel oil, a villain of pro- 
hibition days, actually has no effect at all. Actually, the more age 
a whiskey has the more fusel oil it contains, say the Yale scientists. 
It is harmless. 

Also learned was— 

The quart-a-day drinker is a myth. The highest rate at which 
the body of a 150-pound person can burn alcohol is a third of an 
ounce an hour. No person could drink a quart a day beyond a 
third day, since a quart of 86-proof whiskey contains nearly 14 
ounces of alcohol. <A larger person can drink more, but requires 
longer to get rid of his alcohol and hangover. 

That jigger of gin or Scotch or rum contains about 200 calories. 
Ten drinks in an evening would mean about 2,000 calories. The 
average person requires only about 1,600 calories per day. So, the 
steady drinker either eats and gets very fat, or doesn’t eat and gets 
sick, probably with DTs or similar nervous crack-ups. 

More people are drinking, but we have more people. As a 
nation we are drinking less. Before World War I consumption of 
alcohol from beer, wine and distilled spirits was about two and a 
half gallons per drinker. Now it is less than.two gallons. Educa- 
tion and temperance are having an effect. 

But, so far, nothing has been found to

We are struggling, trying to find a way.to help this sort of 
person to quit. We.know prohibition can’t. Signs of a common- 
sense approach are encouraging.

Sights Lure Tourists 
To Okefenokee Park 


The beauty and the mystery of that legendary 
land of water, forest and trembling earth, Oke- 
fenokee Swamp, is proving to be even more of 
@ tourist attraction than the sponsors of the swamp development 
project had anticipated. 

When, after earnest labors and the investment of much good 
hard cash by civic-minded Waycross residents the swamp park was 
opened to the public recently, it was expected to draw only an occa- 
sional early migrant headed from the East or Midwest to Florida 
for the Winter. Later on, it was hoped that they would come in 
floods, but the months preceding the heavy tourist flow was ex- 
pected to be pretty slow from the standpoint of visitors. 

The have been pleasantly surprised. Publicity an- 
nouncing the opening of the park to the public seemed to stir in 
the bosoms of hundreds of Georgians and Floridans an eager de- 
sire to look upon the wonders of the swamp, and the weekends, 
according to Bill Dodson, the park manager, have brought a rush 
| They have been coming in on Sundays a thousand 
strong or more. On a recent Sunday, after Dodson had announced 
that there would be a covey of local belles, dressed in Indian garb 
and old-fashioned hoop skirts, available for shooting by amateur 
photographers, 1,400 eager picture-snappers showed up. 


Sights In fact, Dodson has been in somewhat the situation of 

a new householder who found the guests arriving for 
the housewarming before all the furniture had arrived and the 
water and lights had been turned on. The swamp was there, look- 
ing exactly as it had looked for a million years or more, but a 
number of little finishing touches which Dodson and his associates, 
David DaLie, the wildlife expert, and Lionel Thornton, park super- 
visor, had in mind, are only now being finished up. By the time 
this sees print, for instance, visitors to the swamp can observe a 
wildlife exhibit of animals native to the.swamp, including a three- 
point buck deer named Billy Bowlegs, after the old Seminole chief, 
who likes to eat cigarettes and be scratched behind the ears; a 300- 
pound black bear of surly disposition, and a collection of coons, 
possums, snakes, and so on. There is no need of putting alligators 
in the formal exhibit, for they may be seen, on sunny days, lying 
about on logs, surlily contemplating the tourists as they ride by in 
silent electric boats. The birds of the swamp, beautifully graceful 
white waders of the heron family mostly, may also be seen in their 
native state. 

Dodson at present is laboring to bring some 2,000 swamp azaleas 
into vigorous growth so they will blossom for the first time this 
February. And when they are at their height of their color he is 
going to have a special day for photographers using color cameras. 

A little later in the Spring the swamp iris, the water lilies, the 
never-wets and the fragile tree-clinging airplant will add more 
subtle coloration to the silver and black of the swamp, but these 
grow lushly wild along the boardwalk and the boat trails and do 
not have to be nursed along.

Tariff Admission to the swamp is 50 cents for adults, plus 10 

cents Federal tax, and children are admitted for the 
10-cent tax only. For this price the visitor may stroll the. length 
of a 3,200-foot boardwalk into the heart of the ghostly stillness of 
cypress and black, slow-running water to a tower, where from a 
height above the crests of the cypress trees he may gaze off for 
limitless miles over one of the strangest, loneliest landscapes in 
the world. For another 50 cents, or 30 cents for children, he can 
take a 20-minute ride along a twisting boat trail to get a more 
intimate view of the plants and the creatures of the region. The 
boats are electrically powered and move as silently as the pole boats 
of the old swamp angels, available at the dock for photographers 
wanting colorful props for their pictures. 

The development so far is only the beginning of the long-range 
plan. As revenue comes in, boat trails will be extended all the 
way to the Big Water, to join the boat trails entering that remote 
lake from the Fargo side, and it will be possible to go completely 
across the swamp. Later trails will be cut to the Dinner Pond, 
where one of the few existing stands of virgin cypress may be 
seen. It is possible that some areas never before seen by man, 
except from the air, may be opened up. 

This beating back of the frontiers of the swamp and further 
probing into its mysteries may find the answer to secrets which 
otherwise would be locked in the great waste forever. During the 
war several airplanes were known to have gone down in the Oke- 
fenokee in areas impossible of access then. They are still there, 
somewhere, and the cutting of every new trail for boats increase 
the chance that they may some day be found. There is hardly one 
chance in a million, though, that the men who went down with the 
ships could have maintained themselves alive until now, even though 
they might have survived the crash.

NEW YORK — Resuming his 
role of Johnny Appleseed, this 
time as a man without a party 
save that the Communists alone 
find him almost good enough for 
them, Henry Wallace told a gath- 
ering of Negroes in Los Angeles 
that “big manufacturers” oppose 
FEPC and “strictly from dollar 
motives, the most ignoble motive

FEPC is a device, discussed as 
a proposal to forbid racial dis- 
crimination in employment, where- 
by an employer might be forced 
to hire and retain a lazy, incom- 
petent, dishonest and generally 
pestiferous Negro, because he was 
a Negro, and in spite of that in- 
dividual’s faults, to the exclusion 
of a competent and virtuous white 
worker. On the precedents estab- 
lished under the Wagner Act, all 
such faults might be acknowl- 
edged and the employer. still 
would be forbidden to reject or 
fire this individual who would 
then have, in theory, life tenure 
guaranteed merely because he 
was a Negro. This would be racial 
discrimination in favor of the 
Negro and against the white per- 
son, 


THE LABOR RELATIONS 
BOARD held, and the Federal 
Courts upheld the Board, that un- 
der the Wagner Act an employe 
could not be dismissed for ac- 
knowledged faults if the Board it- 
self chose to believe that the prime 
reason for dismissal was the em- 
ploye’s unionism. The Board could 
go into the employer’s mind, reject 
valid reasons which normally are 
sufficient to justify discharge of 
a worthless and troublesome em- 
ploye, and determine that the em- 
ployer secretly desired to punish 
the subject for being a union 
man or for exhorting the rest to 
form a union, In actual experience 
in many cases, an employe who 
was on the point of being fired 
for good reason had only to be- 
come an active nuisance as a 
union agitator to protect himself. 


HOWEVER, WHEN WALLACE 
states the “big manufacturers” are 
prejudiced and condemns the dol- 
lar motive as “the most ignoble” 
of all, he first insults the intelli- 
gence of all Negroes who know 
that mass-production employers 
are absolutely color-blind, and sec- 
ond, ventures close to blasphemy 
against a motive sanctified by his 
late chief, Mr. Big, who borrowed 
the morals and methods of J. Ru- 
fus Wallingford to bilk John Hart- 
ford of $196,000 and Jesse Jones 
of $4,000 in the historic case of 
Elliotts Roosevelt’s $200,000 bite. 
Not only his son’s case but in all 
his own financial dealings, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt revealed a high re- 
spect for the dollar motive, and 
his personal and political house- 
hold reverently restrained any im- 
pulse to flout the master’s teach- 
ings. So Mr. Wallace here pro- 
pounds a heresy that may damn 
well wreck the cult, and get him 
anathematized by the widow, ElI- 
liott, Jimmy and Harold L., Ickes. 

The prejudice of white against 
black, and vice versa, certainly 
no localized and artificial plague 
of General Motors, Ford or any 
other industrial empire, is no less 
a nuisance to those soulless cor- 
porations than it is the black 
man's woe. It was here long be- 
fore Studebaker wrought his first 
buggy wheel and it is the sin, not 
of employers, as such, whether 
great or small, but of Mr. Wal- 
lace’s own protege, the common 
man, It is he, the common man, 
and the common black man as 
well as the faceless anonymity of 
the pink and sallow breeds, who 
keeps a brick behind the clock and 
provocations on the tip of his 
tongue and, if Mr. Wallace had 
the virtue of sincerity, he might 
do some good and leave a foot- 
print in the sands by telling the 
muckers so to their faces on his 
travels.
